NO LAW. 



Our contemporary of the K. IT. ZZer- 
«W admits that the Act of the present 
Government which imposes a tax of 24 
per cent, per annum on actual settlers 
who are in arrears for land purchased 
from the Government, is a hard one, 
and is inclined to endorse all that we 
have said of the monstrous exaction ; 
but it very unfairly attempts to excuse 
the usurious tendency of the Act by 
pleading the " necessity " that exists 
for fleecing the farming community. 
The man who knocks another down and 
appropriates his purse, the burglar who 
makes off with the family plate, or the 
swell mobsman who picks a pocket, 
would all gladly offer the plea of " ne- 
cessity," and if it were allowed by the 
law there would be no end of necessi- 
tous men making free with their neigh- 
bours' property. Now, necessity is 
said to know no law, neither does the 
law recognize necessity as a valid ex- 
cuse for wrongdoing ; consequently, in 
the language of the poetaster, 

" Ho who takes vot isn't hisn, 
Ven he's cotched must go to prls'n." 

In fact, if the Government were per- 
mitted to act with injustice towards any 
one class of a community on tho plea 
of " necessity," where would the thing 
end 1 If farmers may be taxed at the 
rate of twenty-four per cent., what is to 
prevent the Government next session 
bringing down a measure that will 
bear as hardly on some other class in 
the Province / What is to prevent 
them, for instance, defining alluvial 
mining claims as realestate and taxing 
them accordingly ? or taxing tho furni- 
ture in a man's house 1 or the watch in 
his pocket 'I We have seen how road 
tolls were doubled last session, and a 
foretaste of "joys to come" has been 
furnished by the addition of usurious 
interest to taxes remaining unpaid last 
month, but if the Government is to 
successful]}' plead "necessity" as a rea- 
son therefor, where will the system 
have an end ? 

But let us examine the case of " ne- 
cessity " advanced by the Herald to as- 
certain if it is valid — if, in plain par- 
lance, it have a leg to stand on. Says 
our Westminster contemporary : 

" When the Elliott Government came 
into power it stated the existing debt of 
tho Province at §310,000. During tho 
two years and a half it was in power, the 
revenue at its disposal was not loss than 
§900,000, and it borrowed §750,000. Add- 
ing those two sums together, and deduct- 
ing tho §310,000 of debt, wo have §1,- 
340,000 which they made away with in 
those two years and a half, leaving an 
empty treasury and a floating debt to bo 
immediately met of about §90,000." 

And then the Herald goes on to say 
that the " reckless extravagance " of 
the Elliott Government created the 
" necessity " under pressure of which 
tho "Walkem Government have "sinch- 
ed " nearly every farmer in tho land 
and are attempting to reduce to a con- 
dition of serfdom about one-half of 
those who entered tho country to 
make it their permanent home. Now, 
we have at hand evidence with which 
to upset the finely-spun " facts " of the 
Herald. It exists in the Sessional Pa- 
pers of 187G, page 59G, under the head- 
ing of " Statement of the financial posi- 
tion of tho Province of British Colum- 
bia on January 1st, 187G." The state- 
ment is signed by Mr. HlTMPnitEYS, as 
Finance Minister, and it shows that, 
when tho Walkem Government went 
out and the Elliott Government came 
in the liabilities of the Province, in- 
stead of being 8310,000, were 6,053,- 
500. In addition to that liability 
(which had been incurred by the "reck- 
less extravagance " of their predeces- 
sors and which the Elliott Govern- 
ment had to provide for) reference to 
the estimate of expenditure, page 782, 
of the same papers, shows that the fur- 
ther sum of §185, 101 was required for 
the purposes of public works. This 
latter sum, if added to the §553,500 of 
indebtedness, will give a total of §73S,- 
604, or within §12,000 of the amount 
borrowed in the London market in 
1877. Thus it will bo seen that if 
" necessity " existed for the imposition 
of a tax of 24 per cent, per annum on 
the farming class, it was created by the 
Government in whose interest tho Her- 
ald is hired to distort facts and not by 
the Government which this journal 
supported. Tho "necessity," how- 
ever, had no existence in fact; but Mr. 
Walkem, with a weakness of which we 
scarcely deemed him capable, yielded 
to the clamor of members who do 
not represent farming constituencies, 
and threw the burthen of taxation upon 
that class. To say that the policy pur- 
sued by the Government towards bona 
fide settlers is unfair, would not cover 
the ground. The conduct of the Gov- 
ernment is infamous ; and so long as 
all the Ministers of the Crown are 
selected from residents of Victoria- City, 
how can a policy framed in the interest 
of the whole country be expected? The 
majority in tho House last session pass- 
ed their time in " poking fun " at repre- 
sentatives from tho agricultural dis- 
tricts and in passing laws that bear 
heavily upon farmers as a class. Per- 
haps tho Herald will say that there is a 
concentration of brains at the Capital, 
and that therefore there is "necessity" 
for selecting Ministers from residents 
of the Capital, who knowing littlo 
and caring less for the wants of 
farmers are ready to adopt any 
measure, however monstrous, that 
may affect that class injuriously and 
put money in the purse of the Govern- 
ment. But is the "necessity" apparent 
to anyone besides the Herald ? 



gathered by Capt. Sullivan which 
Secretary Evauts complains have not 
been seen by the U. S. government, 
and that the British government sup- 
posed proofs conclusive in the absence 
of any evidence like that which the 
secretary transmitted in his dispatch. 
He, Salisbury, therefore sends Capt. 
Sullivan's report. He had not in- 
tended in his, Salisbury's, letter of the 
23d to lay down the law that it is 
competent for British authority to pass 
laws in supercession of a treaty bind- 
ing American fishermen within the 
three milo limit. Tho secretary, how- 
ever, would hardly wish to be under- 
stood as asserting that England might 
not pass any kind of law binding 
Americans who fish in British waters. 
If, however, it bo admitted that New- 
foundland legislatures have tho right 
of binding Americans who fish within 
their waters by any laws which do not 
contravene existing treaties, it must be 
further conceded that the duty of de- 
termining the existence of any such con- 
travention must be undertaken by the 
governments and cannot be remitted 
to tho discretion of each individual; 
for such a discretion, if exercised on 
one side, can hardly be refused on the 
other. If any American fisherman 
may violently break a law which he be- 
lieves contrary to tho treaty, a New- 
foundland fisherman may violently 
maintain it, if ho believes it to be in 
accordance with the treaty, as the 
points in issue' are frequently subtle 
and require considerable legal knowl- 
edge, and without which, nothing but 
confusion and disorder. In interpre- 
tation of tho treaty Her Majesty's 
government prefer the view that a law 
enacted by the legislature of the 
country, whatever it may be, ought to 
be obeyed by the natives and foreigners 
alike who aro sojourning within tho 
territorial limits of its jurisdiction; but 
that if a law has been inadvertently 
passed which is in any degree or re- 
spect at variance with rights conferred 
on foreign powers by treaty, tho cor- 
rection of the mistake as committed, at 
as early a period of its existence as it 
shall have been ascertained and recog- 
nized, is matter of international obli- 
gation. It is not explicitly stated in 
Mr. Evauts' dispatch that he considers 
any recent acts of the colonial legisla- 
tion to bo inconsistent with rights ac- 
quired by the United States under the 
treaty of Washington; but if that be 
the case, Her Majesty's government 
will, in a friendly spirit, consider any 
representations he may think it right 
to make upon the subject, with the 
hope of coming to a satisfactory under- 
standing. The dispatch is most court- 
eous and pleasant throughout.

LATEST NEWS FS0K CASSIAR. 
Discovery of a 1Tcn7 Crook. 

The steamer Grappler arrived hero from 
Fort Wrangel on Sunday last with 180 
passengers and a quantity of miscellane- 
ous freight. She left Wrangol on the 7th 
inst, , called in at a number of port3 on 
the way down and brought upwards of 
§20,000 in treasure in private hands and 
a Cassiar mail. Amongst her freight were 
300 sacks of copper ore from Karta Bay, 
Alaska, 82 cases of canned v enison and 
salmon, 50 sacks of silver ore and a quan- 
tity of furs. At the date of her departure 
Stickeen river was still open and rain ".van 
falling incessantly. Mr. T. D. Shorts, 
who loft Deaso Creek on the 18th October 
states that tho weather there was then 
cold and everything frozen up. Subse- 
quently, however, u thaw set in, and 
Welch & Co. returned to work in their 
claim. There has been a discovery chum 
located on Mosquito creek, a new stream 
struck by Mr. Jenkins. It heads in the 
same range as Defot and Vowell creeks. 
Tho discoverer sank Hi feet and found 
gold from tho top down. Tho creek is 
about live miles in length. From Yowoll 
creek tho reports are conflicting. Another 
important discovery has been made on the 
lower end of Thibert creek, in a back or 
old channel. The claim is worked by 
drifting and pays 25 ounces to tho set. 

Tho steamer Lady of the Lake on Deaso 
Lake is hud up for tho season. 

Wo have received the following com- 
munication 

FROM OUtt SPECIAL COUKESI'ONDENT. 

Laketown, Oct. 30th, 1878. 
In writing this, which will probably be 
my last letter this year, T hardly know 
what to say fearing that it may bo a repe- 
tition of what you already know. Some 
very large nuggets have been taken out of 
Defot Creeek (I myself have seen two 
one weighing 324 oas. and one in the 
possession of Messrs. Clarihue and Carson 
weighing 224 osa.) besides a considerable 
quantity of dust variously stated to be 
from $50,000 to §100,000, but no correct 
estimate can bo made, as many of the 
owners of claims aro indebted to tho mer- 
chants and do what they can to keep the 
amount they are taking out dark in order 
to save a winter stake, for which no one 
can blame them. I think, however, the 
higher estimate is nearer tho mark ; but 
a considerable number of the claims will 
be soon exhausted as some of the diggings 
are shallow. Another now creek has been 
struck in the neighborhood of Defot Creek 
which has been named Vowell Creek after 
our much respected Gold Commissioner, 
and from which great things aro expected; 
but much cannot now be done as both 
this and Defot Creek are frozen up and 
will so remain for the next 8 months. 
Thero are several parties out prospecting 
between here and McDamo Creek and I 
shall bo much surprised if something good 
is not struck, as this country seems to me 
to lay along tho same gold-bearing range 
from whence spring Deaso, Thibert and 
McDamo Creeks. It appears strange that 
so long a time should have elapsed during 
which this country, which is comparative- 
ly near home, should have remained un- 
prospected, when country lying from 100 
to 500 miles away through unknown and 
unexplored regions are being and will be 
examined ; but it really seems that tho 
further off tho country is and tho more 
difficult and adventurous tho trip tho 
more our prospectors liko it. Tho wea- 
ther hero is fast becoming wintry and a 
good deal of snow has fallen on the moun- 
tains, but thero has been no very cold 
snaps yet and I do not think that the 
thermometer has been below zero. All 
work may, however, be considered finish- 
ed for this season except deep diggings. 
On tho First North Fork of McDamo nei- 
ther of tho new tunnels have reached bed 
rock nor, of course, pay yet, although 
one i3 in about 1000 feet and the 
other about 1200 feet, but they 
aro continuing their exertions with the 
same, if not greater energy, although they 
are both much over the lino were they ex- 
pected to strike it, and in this they are 
encouraged by the continued success of 
the Campbell company, who aro located 
below on the same gulch, and who are 
taking it out rich and in largo coarso 
lumps. Tho Pocahontas company have 
been much delayed by water and have had 
a troublesome run, but no doubt when tho 
company's tunnel above is into bedrock 
this will be obviated. Much indignation 
has been caused by the article from 
"Pownall" in your weekly issue of tho 
28th August, who, notwithstanding the 
name over which ho writes, is well known 
hero. His unblushing perversion of facts 
in connection with squaws, to which I can 
vouch, having during my stay in Cassiar 
visited every camp of any importance in 
tho district, can have, it is believed here, 
no other source than disappointment When 
1 tell you that there are about 250 In- 
dians (bucks) in the district, and only 
about 50 squaws, (your correspondent for 
his own purposes reversed the figures) and 
probably not less than 1000 minors, 
(whitemcn) you can see that tho latter 
cannot have been so far contaminated as 
to deserve the name of "squaw bummers," 
or to have lost their energy or ambition. 
In fact their remaining here, or returning 
year after year to a country whose climate 
is so inhospitable, and where they have to 
put up with so many privations and en- 
dure so many hardship, is a contradiction 
in itself of tho slander, The proportion 
of squaws here to whito men is lower than 
any other part of the Province, and tho 
cvilshe portrays with Bosonsationala pen are 
decidedly worse in Victoria than they ever 
werehere. I think, besides this, ho is hard- 
ly fair to tho Indian population, for does 
not tho history of this Province show that 
some of its best honored men and women 
have Indian blood flowing in their veins! 
Your correspondent's knowledge, or want 
of knowledge, is, however, to be ac- 
counted for, if not excused, by the fact 
that ho never visited tho mines hero at 
all, having got no further than Mr. 
Wilson's hospittiblo roof, which is only 
about 25 miles from Telegraph Creek and 
is over 70 miles from Laketown, the first 
mining camp of any importance- in Cassiar. 

Ominbca.— Mr. W, Sterling, 'Mr. J. 
Griffiths and ton others came from Omineca 
by tho Grappler. About 40 miners passed 
last summer in the district, and 10 or 12 
will winter thero. Tho Yitallo Creek 
Bedrock Flume Company has paid well; 
in ono woek tho company got out 
•10 ounces and §13 in gold. As 
a general thing the "boys" did mod- 
erately well. Heavy snows had fallen on 
the trail leading to Skcena river— tho 
heaviest that had been seen so early with- 
in tho recollection of any of tho whito 
residents, Tho party mot two Indiana in 
Frying Pan Pass who had bocomo so be- 
wildered in tho doep snow that they had 
fallen on their knoos and were praying for 
help— which tho party opportunely gave 
them. ^

An Indian was called to corroborate 
the evidence of the last witness, but on 
the application of Mr. Smith the ease was 
remanded one day in order that witnesses 
might be called to prove the respectability 
of prisoner and to show that the Indian 
testimony was vindictive.

INDIA. 

London, Nov. 15. — Indian news- 
papers state that all camels arriving at 
Quettah aro detained to bo usod in the 
advance if necessary. All ollicers on 
leave have been finally recalled. Tho 
commander-in-chief, who is at Rawil 
Pintles, is certain that hostilities will 
commence on the 20th inst. The 
Ameer has withdrawn his regiments 
from Candahar and ordered the Gov- 
ernor of Pisheen Valley near Quettah, 
not to resist the British advance. 

Tiiul, Nov. 10.— Tho Afghans aro 
rapidly massing on the hills command- 
ing the Cthusenco and Gabul roads. 

EUROPE. 

Pestii, Nov. 14. — Premier Tisza, 
speaking in the diet to-day, declared 
tho policy of Aus tro- Hungary was to 
prevent Turkey from becoming a prey- 
to Russia. Ho expressed the firm hope 
that the Berlin treaty would be punc- 
tually observed. If, however, any 
power should resist the execution of 
tho troaty, Austria, who had been able 
to harmonize her interests with those 
of Europe, would not stand alone in 
tho light that might ensue. 

-Komi-:, Nov. 16. — This evening the 
danger of further inundation has al- 
most disappoared. 

LoxuON, Nov. 10.— Tho Post pre-

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
New York, Nov. 14. — London cor- 
respondence states that there is littlo 
reason to believe the powers can be 
united for joint action against Russia 
in the general interest of Europe. Sir 
William Harcourt points out that an 
English demand for such action bord- 
ers on impudence, since tho recent 
European congress rejected Russia's 
proposals for a collective guarantee to 
enforce the treaty of Berlin, at which 
time England opposed it, as well as the 
proposition that looked to compelling 
Turkey to keep her agreements. Eng- 
land did not want this, but England 
forgot that this left tho door open also 
for Russia to fail to keep her part of 
the engagements. Harcourt cites tho 
result as conclusive evidence of Beac- 
onsfield's diplomatic incapacity. 

London, Nov. 14. — It is stated that 
the existence of workable quartz reefs in 
Wyna, district of Madras, has long been 
known. A company has been engaged 
in working some of them, but unprolita- 
bly. The bankrupt firm of Nicol it Co. 
of Bombay had acquired the greater 
part of the mining rights in the dis- 
trict and were preparing to organize a 
company of more extensive operations 
when the City of Glasgow Bank failure 
defeated their plans. 

An influential committee, under the 
chairmanship of Lord Lawrence, is be- 
ing formed to obtain, in view of the 
probability of war with Afghanistan, 
an expression of public opinion in 
favor of the immediate summoning of 
parliament. 

Bum. in, Nov. 14. — The Russian at- 
tempt to enter into special arrange- 
ments with Austria respecting eastern 
affairs has had no immediate success. 
It is asserted that England has declin- 
ed Russia's good oflices relating to 
Afghanistan. It is considered im- 
probable that Russia ever offered tliem. 

Rome, Nov. 14. — There have been 
violent storms throughout central Italy, 
and the damage caused by them is al- 
most unparalleled. Travel on all the 
railways between Rome and the north 
is interrupted. Rain has ceased here 
and the wind has changed, but the 
Tiber continues to rise rapidly. 

London, Nov. 15. — The result of the 
Maine election created great distrust 
among English capitalists, whose fears 
of Yankee repudiation of national ob- 
ligations was greatly enhanced by tho 



boastful anticijiations of Butler's elec- 
tion in Massachusetts ; but the Nov- 
ember elections bavo reassured them, 
and already considerable orders for U. 
S. 4 per cents, are going forward by- 
cable. 

John Lomas it Co., chemical manu- 
facturers at Jarrow-on-Tyne, with a 
paid up capital of 8500,000, have fail- 
ed. The assets will probably realize 
25 per cent. 

Young, Liston it Co.. shipowners, 
insurance inspectors and sail-makers, 
have failed. Liabilities, §500,000. 

Wilhelni, Ptistan & Co., of Hamburg, 
one of tho largest houses in the China 
trade, have failed. Downer it Co., the 
London merchants who suspended on 
Wednesday last, were their agents 
here. 

Edinburgh, Nov. 15. —The high 
court of justice has definitely refused to 
admit to bail any more of the Glasgow- 
bank directors. 

It is stated that Cardinal Nina, papal 
secretary of state, will continue nego- 
tions for sending a nuncio to the South 
American republics. 

Bombay, Nov. 15. — A dispatch in 
the Times of India from Kohat says 
the government at Simla has issued 
stringent orders to military command- 
era to supervise all press telegrams. 

PiiiLLii'poi'OLis, Nov. 14. — The in- 
ternational commission has adopted, 
with some slight modifications, 
the scheme of reforms for East- 
ern Roumelia proposed by the 
Porte, which includes partly an elective 
council and general and popular elec- 
tions for certain local affairs. 

Lokdon, Nov. 15.— Tho British gun- 
boat Condor recently- went to Bourgas 
to investigate tho alleged outrage on 
tho British vice consul. Tho St. Pe- 
tersburg Galas has a strongly worded 
article on this event, which it says con- 
stitutes a clear violation of the neutral- 
ity of the Black Sen. 



CAD AD A. 

Saint Johns, Nov. 15. — A train on 
the New Brunswick railroad ran off the 
track at Peel, six miles below Florencc- 
ville. The cars rolled down an em- 
bankment. The passenger car took 
fire. Three were killed, several in- 
jured and some badly burned. 

Halifax, Nov. 15. — Everybody is 
commencing work in earnest to make 
the reception of tho new Governor- 
General and his royal lady one worthy 
of their rank and a credit to tho city. 
Many private individuals are making 
elaborate preparations for decorating 
the streets in their vicinity. Captain 
D'Arcy Irvine, of H. M. S. Bellero- 
phon, erects a handsome arch across 
Hollis street from his residence near 
Norris street. Three arches to be 
erected by the military authorities will 
be commenced at once. The naval 
authorities have begun an arch in the 
dock yard, and the wharf which is to 
be the landing place for the vice royal 
party, is being decorated beautifully. 
The barges in which the party will land 
have been completed. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Nov. 15. — Stocks 
broke badly after regular call this after- 
noon, Ophir settling down to §51, 
Sierra Nevada §170, Union §133, etc. 
Later they recovered slightly. The 
raid is attributed to insiders. 

Red Bluff, Nov. 14. — This morn- 
ing at 8:^0 S. A. Saffel shot J. F. 
Kindleberger. Both were citizens of 
Red Bluff. Kindleberger was at work 
in his shop at a planing mill, when 
Saffel entered and requested Kindle- 
berger to do some work for him. 
Kindleberger told him he was busy at 
present, but would do the work in the 
afternoon. Saffel formerly owned and 
run the shop where Kindleberger was, 
and there had been a feeling of jealousy 
existing between them. Kindlebergor's 
brother, who was present at the time, 
took it that Saffel was only aggravating 
his brother, and told Saffel that ho had 
better mind his own business, where- 
upon Saffel drew his revolver. Kindle- 
berger, the owner of the mill, then in- 
terfered and told Saffel not to shoot, 
and to leave the mill. At once Saffel 
withdrew to the door and shot the mill 
owner — the ball taking effect in the 
region of the heart. .Saffel then ran 
but was soon caught and lodged in 
prison. Kindleberger died at 5 o'clock 
this evening. He leaves a wife and 
ono daughter. Public sentiment is 
strong against Saffel. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Zanesville, O., Nov. 1-1. — At 1 
o'clock this morning a policeman on 
the bridge had his suspicions aroused 
at the movements of a party in a 
wagon, and upon pursuing them 14 
miles, they left the wagon and with 
it four bodies of prominent citizens 
lately deceased and buried at Wood- 
lawn cemetery. 

New York, Nov. 14. — The United 
States government has, through a 
banking house in this city, consented 
to tho purchase of sterling exchange to 
the amount of about eleven hundred 
thousand pounds to meet the five and 
a half million dollars required by the 
Haliax award to be paid to the British 
government at London on the 23d 
inst., and agents of the United States 
treasury department will make the 
transfer at London on that date.
